The reopening of the 
opera house is a big thing (as well as a safe 
one) in more particularsthan one. There are 
no side windows through which t6 receive the 
compliments of the night, in the shape of 
rocks, brickbats, etc., and every one who de- 
sires can go with safety. 1 merely 
mention this, supposing you remember our 
having received avery refreshing shower of 
stones at an entertainment in Patterson's hall 
one evening the past winter. As the building 
of the Macon and Brunswick extension from 
Macon to Atlanta is now a guaranteed suc- 
cess, and bound to be the most formidable 
thrust Griffin has ever received, the citizens 
are avain on their feet and clamorous about 
our little road from here to Jackson, where it 
will intersect the new road. So far as the in- 
terests of Griffin are concerned, this is a busi 
ness necessity. We receive between six and 
seven thousand bales of cotton from Butts 
and Henry county, and if we are to lose this 
cotton we must make it up in some other way.

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Cotton Seed in Days Gone By. 
From the Montezuma Weekly, _,, : 
- Just think of it, Mr. Editor. In 1824, when 
I wasa plow boy of thirteen years, livin 
then in Laurens county, six miles west 0 
Dublin, the capital of that county, which 
was the place of sale for the farmers for many 
miles around, there were but few wagons and 
they carried their cotton to town in _ horse 
carts and sold it in the seed, and while haul- 
ing their cotton they would bring back plant- 
ing seed. The merchants all had gins, and 
would have been glad for the farmers to haul 
off all the seed, as the town authorities forced 
the merchants to haul the seed down tothe 
Oconee and empty them into the river. They 
were regarded as a nuisance and were thought 
to produce sickness. 1 think about the year 
1825, Mr. H C. Fuqua, the grandfather of our 
village man, H. A. J. Fuqua, ex erimented 
on cotton seed as a fertilizer, applying them 
to a small patch of ground. Then it was that 
cotton sort g came gradually into use as a fer- 
tilizer, and to-day is one of the most valuable 
productions of the farm. But I have said 
enough about cotton.

Newnan, Ga., April 15.—Newnan, the 
county seat of Coweta county, is situated on 
the West Point railroad, about forty miles 
from Atlanta. It is one of the cleanest, neat- 
est looking little cities in the state, and, like 
her big neighbor, the arrogant city, as George 
Augustus Sala dubbed Atlanta, is rapidly on 
the improve. The population of Newnan is 
now about 2,500, and is constantly increasing. 
Just at present there is more enterprise and 
thrift going on than at any time during the 
long period since the late hostilities, more 
sensibly called ‘‘the war.’’ I find many of 
these smaller evidences of thrift and energy 


which, like the pretty beginnings of Dalton,are 

just the things that go towards solid and 

permranent improvement, Lately a town 

clock has been added to the tower of the court 

house which. occupies the center of the main 

business square, and I understand that ar-, 
rangements are now being perfected to lights 
the city with electric lights, using the court 

house dome as the highest available place for 

that quarter of the town. , 
gether with the erection of houses, handsome 
brick stores, a lofty wind-mill and a general! 

lavish use of paint on residences go far 4o- 

wards showing that these people feel a com- 

mendable pride in making a good appearance, 

and that afwats counts for much to the aver- 
age looker-on.

A DRIVE THROUGH THE STREETS, 

Behind a spirited span of bays this morning 

I had the pleasure of a drive through the 

rrincipal streets and suburbs of the city. Mr. 
Re D. Cole, Jr , was my companion, and from 
him I gleaned many pleasant things about the 
place and people I never knew before. The 
streets are very pretty, well shaded and gen- 
erally level. The residences are nearly all 
well built, while some of them are pretentious 
enough for Atlanta.

When the war came on he was doinga 
haudsome business, but that disastrous period 
broke up everything in the south, and when 
sunshine appeared as the sinoke of battle 
cleared away, Mr. Cvule collected his forces: 
and with renewed energy recommenced to re- 
trieve his lost fortunes. To-day, after having. 
associated other members to his firm, they Sr@, 
doing an annual business of over $100,000, and 
have different establishments to the value of 
$60,000. The beauty of the entire works hies 
in the fact that everything connected with 
them was made right here in Newnan. 

A WALK THROUGH COLE «& CO.’8 WORKS, 

Coming first to the wood shops I asked what 
was made here. 

‘Well, we makeanything, almost, that can 
be made out of wood. Our principal work 
here, however, is to make doors, sash, blinds 
and portable corn mills. We used to make 
railroad bars, but have stopped it now. Some- 
times we make buggies and wagons, but not 
for the trade.

The “Wonderful Plant, Cotton—The Need of Variety 
in Crops. 


Sinece-I have studied the character of all the great 
southern agricultura! staples, and the special rela- 
tions of each of them to the life and civilization of 
the pe*ple, the prominence always given to cotton 
does not seem strange or unaccountable. It isa 
wonderfuland peculiar plantin its adaptation to the 
varieties of soiland general environment whic. it 
finds in different parts of the country in which it 
is grown, and also in its relation to some features in 
the character of the pecple who are engaged 
in its culture. It will grow on almost any soil and 
in almost any possibie situation, in the latitude in 
which it belongs. Where the soilis generous the 
quantity of the fibre which is produced shows that 
the plant bes yery great power of assimilation and 
uppropriation for whatever element of nutrition 
are conteined in its food supply. On the other 
hand, if the soil is excessively poor and sterile cot- 
yrow. Itnow wastes no strength or 
food on stem or leaf, but puts all its material and 
force into flower and seed. Itisthe fact that cotton 
is aseed fibre that makes it so valuable to this 
coumtry. If it were the fibre of the stem or bark, as 
is the case with flax or hemp, much of the land of 
the cotton region, and much of the cultivation 
employed upon it, would be entirely inadequate to 
the production of the fibre in paying quantities, 
But nature cares more for seed, of course, than for 
anything else, and in making the seed of the cotton 


and in soil almost utterly barren, and with scarccly 
any Cultivation. there will sti'l be matured, on each 
dwarfed and stunted plant, a few bolls of fairly 
good, marketable cotton. 

NEKD @F VARIETY. 

But the great preponderance given to cotton is 
nearly everywhere injudicious and unprofitable. 
In many extensive districts the planters persist in 
growing iton nearly every arable acre, as if it were 
the only crop the land would produce. They buy 
flour, corn and meat from the north in incredible 
quantities, When there is a good crop they receive 
mucn money for their cotton, but must payit all 
out for articles which could be grown on their own 
farms. Manv of the planters confess their con- 
viction of the improviaenee of this method, 
but persist in the practice, nevertheless. In 
various parts of the south there are vast tracts of as 
fine corn land as can be found on the continent, 
ani there is no reason whatever for not cultivating 
in these regions all the corn needed inthe south- 
ern States except the disinclination to adopt new 
methods of agricultural labor which is so strong 
among the planters. So, too, of the pork, or bacon, 
of which great yuantities are brought down from 
the northwest. It might just as well be produced 
at the sonth, and the planters, instead of buying 
what they themselves consume, should  sup- 
ply the cities and towus of their own 
portion of the country. One sees this northern ba- 
con in the streets of allsouthern towns. The pro- 
cess Of handling itis more picturesque than appe- 
tizing. Itis tossed from the freight cars into great 
heaps in the street, whence it Is transferred to drays 
by barefooted negroes who walk overit, and mount 
upon the loads as thev drive aw “ay to the stores and 
warehouses. Here itis deposited on the sidewalk. 
where itoften remains for many hours, romped over 
vy negro children and their piaymates, the vagrant

A NEW’ ORLEANS BOND SUI'I, 
/ 


The United States Supreme Cour: Decides Against 
fhe City’s Position. 

WASHINGTON, Apri] 17.—An important municipal 
bond decision was rendered by the supreme court 
of the United States to-day, in the case ef thc state 
of Louisiaua, «x rel the southern bank, platntiffin 
error, vs. Kdward Pillsbury, mayor of Sew Orleans, 
et al, to thesupreme court of Louisiana. This was 
the petition of the Southern bank of New Orleans. 
fora writ of mandamus to com pel 
the authorities of that city to levy a 
special tax for the purpose of paying the interest 
and ultimately the principal of a certain series of 
boids issued by the city under authority of an act 
of the state legislature in 1852; and known as the 
“cousolidated bonds of 1852." -There were about 
$4,000,000 of these bonds now outstanding, and of 
this amount the relator, the Southern bank, holds 
$600,009. The iunierest on these bonds 
was paid for a time, but in 1876 
the legislature of the state passed an act known as 
the “‘premium bond aet,’’ which prohibited the 
levying of any tax for the payment of any other 
bonds than those therein provided for, aud whicn 
forbade the courts of the state from issuing writs 
of mandaiwus to enforce the collection of any sueh 
prohibited tax. ‘Ihisact put a stop to the payment 
of the interest on the consolidated bonds of 1852. 
aud the Southern tauk, a large holder of these 
bonds, instituted the present action to test the con- 
stituvdionality of the ‘“‘preraium bond act: to 
have their consolidated bouds 0 1852 
enforce the payment. This court, in a long and 
that the act of 1s52constitutes a valid and binding 
contract between the state and the holders of the 
vouds issued under that act, which subsequent leg- 
islation cannot be permitted to annul anc that the 
premium bond act of 1576 is the most remarkable 
piece of legislation ever presented to this court for 
cousideration amounting.as it does,to an open repu- 
diation of the city’s faith. 4 he legislation of the state 
thus imnpairing the obligation of a contract made 
under its authority, is nulland void, and thecourts 
enforcing the contract will pursue the same course 
and apply the same remedies as though such invalid 


value to 


legislation had never existed. ‘ihe act of 1876 can- 
not be permitted to control the power of the city 
authoritivs to levy the tax stipulated by the act of 
1552. Itis the judgment of this court, therefore 
that the judgment of the supreme court of Louisi- 
aua should be reversed, and that the mandamus 
should issue commanding the city of New Orleans 
by its proper authorities, to out and 
fuifil, as. near as under 

altered circumstances, the provisions 
of the 37th section of the act of the legislature of 
the state of Louisiana of February 2, 1852, and 
numbered 71, aud also the act of the same date 
number 72, in relation to the levying of a special 


tax to pay the interest aud ultimately the prince 

of the remaiuing consolidated bonds, rot ee 
ized to be issu by the acts; that is to say, com- 
manding them to raise annually, commencing im- 
mediately, bya < yy tax in the mainer as near as 
may be prescribed by seid 37th section of act No.

A TUNNEL ACCIDENT. 


Several Laborers kK ilied—Playing With a Shell—Two 
Pead. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., April 17--The roof of the 
Doegully tunnel, on the HKaltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, 33 miles east of Cumberland, caved in about 
70o0n to-day, burying twelve laborers under the de- 
bris and maiming them in various ways, some prob- 
ably fatally. Physicians were summoned from this 
city. The road was blocked and the trains stopped 
for several hours. The company is widening the 
tunnel and the force of men was engaged in this 
work when the accident oceurred. The names of 
he injured have not yet been learned. 

PLAYING WITH A SHELL.

FATAL JAIL BREAKING.

Eight 
succeeded in passing the guards. One was killed 
instantly, two were badly wounded, and the re- 
maining five are being hunted down by blood- 
hounds, and by guards with shot-guns. 


Lendon Society Sheoeked. 

Lonpon, April 17.—Henry William George, third 
marquis of Anglesey; the present head of the house 
of Paget, dating back in the peerage of England to 
1550, and long famcd for its greatness and eccen- 
tricity, comes once more before the public with 
having separated from his third wife, “inuie, the 
daughter of Hon. J. P. King, of Sand Hills, Geor- 
gia. He was born December 9, 1821, and succeeded 
bis father February 6, 186¥, to immense estates 
in England and Wales, but terribly mortgaged, 
owing to the extravagance of his forerunners 
in their magnificent Jisplays in entertaining roy- 
alty. He married on June 7, 1845, Sophia, daughter 
of James Everfield, of Denne Park, Sussex, who 
died in 1875, without issue. His second marriage 
was with Lady Mary Coke. four:h daughter of the 
earl of Leicester, who died in 1878. His third and 
present wife, whos@g debts he has publicly advec- 
tised that he will ng@t be responsibie for, was mar- 
ried tohim in Paris June 26, 1880 Ehe was the 
widow of Hon. Henry Wodehouse, formerly s¢cre- 
taryof the embassy at Paris, and only brother of 
the earl of Kimberly. Duriog her sojourn in Paris, 
the American lacy wax accepted asthe reigning 
belle, and her followers were legion. After her 
marriage to the marquis, she removed to London 
and kept open house during the recognized season. 
Her expenditures have been lavish in the extreme, 
and the marquis of Anglesey has probably been in 

duced to ask for a separation and shock London so- 
ciety by his advertisement, in the hope of saving 
his estates.

ITS WATER AND ITS 
WORK. : 


ITS WELL, 


All Abeut Albany--The Southern Mutuai Fire Insu- 
rance Company of Athens—Senator Brown 
and His Record as an Office RKe- 
signer — Gis Serious Illness.

ALBANY, Ga., April 13.—‘‘I’ll call byinan hour 
and take you round tosee the well,’’ said the Hon. 
Mr. Westbrook, as we stopped fur dinner at the 
Barnes house in this charming city. 

“I’ve justcome,"’ said Colonel Suggs Jones, a half 
hour later, ‘‘to drive you round to see the well.”’ 

‘I'd like to take you round to see the well, if you 
have the time,’’ said Joe Davis, jumping from his 
buggy, as we started in to dinner. 

“The omnibus will be at the door,”’ said Colonel 
Burnes, as we finished a most excellent dinner, 
‘and you might like to ride round and see the 
well.”’ 

Tt's an artesian well! Itis the first confirmation 
of the hope induced by Colonel Fort’s experiment 
of which I wrote fully some months ago, that wells 
might be secured all through southwest Georgia. 
For years this had been denied, and the lack of 
pure water was the curseof a great and rich see- 
tion. Attempt afterattempt had been made and 
all had failed. Scientific men had written treatises 
to prove that pure watercould not be had by bor- 
ing. Golonel John P. Fort—to his lasting honor be 
it said—in the face of precedént and precept, went 
to work, and after boring over 400 feet struck 4 
stream of pure water that gushed to the earth’s sur- 
face—as grateful to thousands as the 
waters that broke from the rock in the desert when 


the eyes of 


it was smitten I y the rod of the prophet. 

Aibany was the firstcity to tollow Colonel Fort. 
She made a failure in the firstattempt, and failed 
again. At last the third boring was berun. Down 
the drill went through forty feet of rotteu limestone, 
then through four hundred and fifty feet of gravel 
rock and dirt, threugh which vague streams pervo- 
lated, and then toa bed of blue marl. it was be- 
neath this marl that Mr. Fort had found water. So 
on the drill was sent. It wentecighty iteet further, 
when it struck clear and cold water. It was strongly 
impregnated with iron, 

Just at this point there was a discussion. Part of 
the citizens wanted the work stopped and others 
wanted it prosecuted until the mineral water belt 
was passed. The discussion was continued until, I 
am told, it was discovered the iron water would 
not mix well with whisky. The drill was imme- 
diately put to work, wenta few feet further, when 
a stream of pure and sweet watercame gurgling up 
from the bowels of the earth. It yields steadily 50 
gallons perminute. The wateris asclear ascrystal, 
pleasant {io the taste and reasonably cool, It prob- 
ably comes from the granite water-sheds in Carroll 
and Heard counties, having drifted under the im- 
pervious coating of marl, over which as it reached 
southward was piled the accumulation of shells and 
sea weed, until the water wes hundreds of feet 
below the surface and the ocean was forced back to 
its present limits. Forages it has been imprisoned 
beneath this overcoat of nvarl, untila people, never 
dreained of when it found its way there, pierced 
the incumbent wall and released it.

It 
cost about $3,000, and the citizens would not be 
without it for $100,000. It is proposed now to build 
several more wells. Captain Dick Hobbs est- 
mates that they can be drilled at a cost of about 
2750 each. The force of the water is such that it 
will carry a stream about thirty feet above the 
opening, and it is proposed to utilize the artesians 
for water works. The water is keptin pails in most 
of the houses, and there is an almost constant 
stream of people about the wells with pails, buck- 
vtsand pitchers. I believe no other wells have 
been started in southwest Georgia, but others will 
follow since it has been shown that Colonel Fort's 
success was not accidental, and that the :ame con- 
ditions exist for the Albany mill which is thirteen 
miles distant from his. The Albany 
well furnishes just seven gallons per 
day foreach inhabitant, and [’m inclined to think 
many of the citizens drink their full quota. I ask- 
ed the keeper ofasumptuous drinking saloon if it 
had hurt his business. 

“No,’' he replied, ‘‘I was afraid it would, but it

So it's a good thing all round. 

Albany is one of the sturdiest and prettiest cities 
in the state. It waslaid outin 1836, 1 believe, by 
Mr. Nelson Tift, who was as precise in squaring it 
of as he isin writing an argument on the tariff. 
The streets are $0 to 120 feet broad, level and shad- 
ed on either side with China trees. The houses are 
well built and comfortable looking, set in large and 
well cared for lots. A better type of the southern 
town of the old days when there was plenty of el- 
bow room and plenty toeatand drink and wear, 
and big gardens and orchards, and acres of flowers 
and vines and broad meadows and fine horses can 
not be found.It is a leisurely,restful place—not the 
leisure of the laggard, but rather of the man who 
has his own business well in hand and is not at- 
tending to anybody else’s. 

It must not be imagined that the city is at astand- 
still, On the contrary, itis going forward sharply 
—not witharush ora boom—but sturdily and 
steadily. From one point of view, I was shown five 
new houses being buiJt, and there is growth in all 
parts of the city. The trade of the place is large 
and assured. From 25,000 to 30,000 bales of cotton 
are received aunually, the growers of which depend 
on Albany for their supplies. To the flank of the 
city is the best planting region, in my opinion, in 
the stute. There dre the plantations of Lockett, 
Jordan and others of like celebrity. The city has 
recovered entirely from the shock of the failure of 
Welch & Bacon. Mr. Davis, the receiver of the 
broken firm, told me thatthe first, second and 
third preferrea creditors would probably be paid, 
but he saw little hope for the general creditors. It 
is said that one planter lost $30,000 by this failure. 

I find here the same disposition to plant more 
corn and less cotton observable all over the state. 
Mr. Davis, who has charge of the Central's affairs at 
Albany, said: 

“We have better food crops about Albany, with 
larger acreage than I remember to have seen in 
years. The demand for credit and supplies on 
ereditis very much diminished. The railroad re- 
ceipts here sow 3314 per cent less corn and produce 
has been sent here this year than last. The farmers 
seem determinod to make themselves independent 
of the west as to corn. They will probably continue 
to buy meat of the west, as meat-raising was aban- 
doned here years ago.”’ 

I am not able to give the population of Albany— 
but hold on! Let’ssee. There isseven gallons a 
day of artesian water to each inhabitant. The well 
gives 30 gallonsa minute. That’s 1,800 gallons an 
hour or 43,300 gallonsa day. Divide that by seven 
gallons, the daily allowance per head, and we have 
6,1713-7 people. As that is clearly above the limit, 
which I-should say is 4,500, I presume, in the

I met Mr. Selig, of Atlanta, to-day, and he gave 
me the particulars of a curioas industry in that 
city. Heand his brothers are manufacturers of 
sun-bonnets. They employ one hundred and thir- 
ty people, mostly girls and women. These 
make from $250 to $9 a week. In the 
search made by THE CONSTITUTION 
for women’s work in Auanta this 
establishment was overivoked—pretty good evi- 
dence of the size of that village. The trade in sun- 
bonnets is something wonderful. Mr. Selig sold 130 
dozen in Albany, and he visits thatsplace about 
every sixty days. He has five men on the road 
constantly, his brother working Texas alone. He 
showed me one letter from St. Louis enclosing or- 
ders for several hundred dozens, The most expen- 
sive borinets wholesale at $18 a dozen, and retail at 
about $2each, They are trimmed with ‘‘inserting’’ 
and ribbons.
